"I know that our state will 


emerge victoriously from its pres- 
sent difficulties," the piesident as- 
serted in a broadcast to all ele- 
ments of his country's mixed popu- 
lation. The speech was rebroad- 
cast all over Europe and in the 
United States. 


"I have always been an optim- 


ist," Benes said. "My optimism to- 
day is stronger than ever. I have 
unshakable faith in our state, in 
its health, strength, power of re- 
sistance, in its brilliant army, in 
its indomitable spirit and the de- 
votion of the entire population." 


Benes emphasized that he was 


Speaking to all elements—Czechs, 
Slovaks, Germans and other na- 
tionalities, and to all groups and 
parties. 


"Let us not forget that faith and 


goodwill move mountains and will 
guide us happily out of our pres- 
ent European trouble," the presi- 
dent said 


He declared: "In the last 20 


years our republic has developed 
in peace and made intellectual 
progress . . .- without crisis, with- 
out putsches."

Meanwhile the trucking business 


in Nebraska was slumping badly. 
This was due more to refusal of 
shippers to risk a strike than to 
lockout on the part of employers. 
Line operators, however, were gen- 
erally discouraging shipments and 
tying up their trucks at terminal 
points. 


It was believed likely the oper- 


ators will agree to a resumption 
of negotiations following their con- 
ferences.

Omaha, who heads union negotia-

"However," said Smith, "we can

Good Habits 
Depend On 


Training 


Early Childhood Best 


Period to Develop 
Worthwhile Traits 


By I)K. HERMAN N. BUNOKSKX

Chicago Board of Health 


A CHILD comes into the world 


with a certain inheritance. What 
he will be physically and mentally 
depends to a large extent upon his 
Inheritance. 
However, the things 


and people winch surround him >\ill 
also have groat effect on his life. 
The child's playmates, school ami 
home influence his habits of living. 
The home is probably the most im- 
portant element in the develop- 
ment of proper habits in the child. 


It has been said that during the 


first seven years of life, habits of 
thinking, feeling and acting are 
formed. 
Since during these first 


seven years the child is, as a rulo, 
with his parents more than with 
any other person, the responsibility 
for the formation of proper habits 
of thinking, feeling and acting, 
therefore, is largely upon the par- 
ents. 


Grave Mistake 


To give the child constant atten- 


tion is a grave mistake. He can- 
not develop self-reliance or inde- 
pendence that way. The first tiling 
that parents should learn is to 
leave the infant alone as much ai 
possible during these first years. 
Do not have him learn tricks to 
"show off" for visitors. Instead of 
a child, whose own individuality, 
personality and rights should be 
recognized, he becomes a trick ani- 
mal. 
The result may be nervous- 


ness, irritability and resentment. 


As quickly as possible, the de- 


pendence of the child on his mother 
should be reduced. The child should 
acquire a feeling of independence 
and self-sufficiency early in life. 
Children who are given everything 
that they desire often fail to meet 
demands of the grown-up world 
when they reach adult life. 
So it 


is essential that a child be denied 
the things which a parent feels are 
unnecessary. As early as possible 
he should Icarn to accept disap- 
pointments and adverse conditions 
which are likely to enter his life. 


Child's Welfare 


In raising" a child, the parents 


should attempt 
to think of the 


child's welfare instead of their 
own. 
Too many parents find an 


outlet for their own disappoint- 
ments and failures in making ab- 
normal demands of their children. 


The child should be allowed to 


develop in so far 
as possible 


through the use of his own efforts, 
without, attempting to force him 
to do things which he Is not capa- 
ble of doing. 


So often nowadays the father has 


too little part in the raising of a 
child. This may occur because the 
father is away from home most of 
the day. He does little in so far 
as punishing the child is concerned, 
since he is not present when the 
misdemeanor 
is 
occurring. 
De- 


pending upon the father's disposi- 
tion, he may either be a playfellow 
for the youngster or a person who 


greatly feared. 
The 
father 


should make an effort to overcome

friends. 
Deupite a short 
crop, 


there was no lack of high class 
exhibits. This is true of the pro- 
ducts of the fields and of the live- 
stock growers. Nebraska producers 
some of the best livestock In the 
world and that is made possible 
because It also produces the re- 
quirements of stock growers. 


As usual, there were some fea- 


tures about the fair that did not 
appeal to many. 
It may be re- 


gretted that violations of law weie 
open and edicts of law enforce- 
ment 
authorities 
were 
defied. 


Whether the fair profited financ- 
ially by such a policy may be 
doubted. 
The hope is frequently 


expressed that the policy may be 
changed In the future, and that a 
cleanup 
in attractions 
and lures 


to fairgoers may follow. 


It Is true that the fair crowds 


desire to be entertained. They arc 
not only interested in educational 
and agricultural matters but the 
entertainment side should not be 
neglected. 
That is usually a big 


part of the fair. 
The fair pro- 


gram, however, should be so well 
balanced that entertainment will 
not displace better things. In the 
past 
the 
combination 
has been 


pleasing, altho there 
have usu- 


illy 
been 
objections to 
minor 


features. It Is when minor attrac- 
.lons grow into major 
features 


.hat protest grows in volume. Tho 
fair board can well afford to adopt 
an open and straightforward pol- 
cy in its relation to the people. 
It must go to them eventually for 
support. 
Its 
reports should be 


understandable and should not be 
withheld for months after the fair 
closes. This year's fair attendance 
was 
much 
reduced 
by 
rainy 


weather. 
The attendance might 


have been much larger 
if 
the 


weather had been more propitious. 
Nebraska Is proud of its state fair, 
which gives Its people an oppor- 
tunity to properly show the re- 
sources of the state. Its greatest 
resource Is the coining generation. 
When the fair provides means for 
the young people to take an active 
aart it has done much to make 
.he institution successful and to 
promote the welfare of the state. 
That part of its v/ork haa been a 
major accomplishment. 


One or two aspects of the air- 


plane crash at the fair grounds 
are particularly depressing. In the 
first place It Is deplorable 
that 


man should go to such lengths to 
provide a thrill for a crowd of 
mediocre proportions. 
The whole 


point to the staged crash was the 
thrill It might hold for spectators 
to a stunt which might cost a man 
his life, or an arm or leg. An- 
other aspect of the situation is the 
fact that the stunt was 
Illegal. 


Air regulations were violated 
In 


the crash. It seems unethical for 
tho fair board to resort to law vio- 
lation to provide entertainment.

which is more than enough to 
swing any national election and 
virtually all the state elections. 


No such balance of power has 


ever before been held by an ad- 
ministration thru governmental fa- 
vors or benefits. The figures which 
lave just been announced have 
jeen collected by the social secur- 
ty board here from other federal 
agencies and from state and local 
authorities. While the number of 
'amllies aided in July is given at 
6,500,000. the board estimates that 
about 20,800,000 persons were cov- 
ered by the range of government 
checks. 


Many previous estimates have 


been made unofficially,

social security board, 


which has better access than any 
other government agency to the 
lata, came out with the verified 
data could it be said that as many 
as 20,000,000 persons are in one 
way or another directly related 
n a financial way to government 
nowadays. 


To get at the actual increase 


.hat this all means to the demo- 
crats, it must be assumed that the 
voters hitherto were in large part 
democratic anyway. If it be sup- 
posed that, in 1932, the democrats 
lad 60 percent of any given num- 
ber of voters—which is a high per- 
centage—then out of the 13,000,000 
voters receiving benefits, the re- 
publicans had about 40 percent, or 
i.200,000.

Useless Blowing of Motor Horns 


A Menace to Nerves. 
LINCOLN.—Lincoln 
has 
been 


satisfactorily progressive in han- 
dling 
traffic problems; and 
no 


matter what our criticisms ma'y be 
in regard to minor points, we must 
admit that it has done rather well. 
We in Lincoln, however, are miss- 
ng an opportunity in Connection 
with the problem of 
traffic 
and 


public safety to set aa example to 
the other cities in thi? country; to 
dispose of one nuisance that has as 
yet not been handled in any city in 
:he United States. Europe has been 
ahead of ua in this respect. 


I sit here at my desk, three feet 


'rom a window, nine floors above 
the street, one block from 13th and 
O; it is just after 5 p. m. My ears 
are filled with the din of a steady 
succession of toots and blasts, of 
all pitches and 
intensities and 


varieties of tone, sharp, short, ner- 
vous, insolent roars, with an occa- 
sional blaring crash that nearly 
knocks me out of my chair. Watch 
in hand, I find that by averaging 
observations over 5 minutes, I can 
hear 32 blasts a minute; 1 jolt to 
the nervous system every 2 sec- 
onds. This constant flow of noise 
is making a jagged frizzle out of 
the nerves of some thousands of 
people in the buildings, on the 
streets, and in the cars of down- 
town Lincoln. The fact that these 
people are not conscious of the 
harm that is being done their ner- 
vous systems in no way decreases 
the harm. 
It shows in decreased 


efficiency in work, decreased con- 
geniality in human contact, and 
an increased number and com- 
plexity of complaints which are 
brought to the doctor. 
The blowing of automobile horns 


does not 
help 
traffic. 
Perhaps 


many of us have not stopped to 
think of that. A little calm reflec- 
tion, a little detached observation, 
would convince any reasoning per- 
son that using the brain in driving 
rather than the horn, would get 
one much 
further, 
much 
more 


quickly and 
smoothly. 
This has 


been well demonstrated in Rome, 
because Mussolini once got sore 
and prohibited the blowing of auto- 
mobile horns with a fine of 52.50 
per toot, and accelerated by 20 per- 
cent the decrease in the accident 
rate.

Perennial Temperamental Coryza. 


Ever notice how an epidemic is 


established in the community when 
you happen to be indisposed with 
whachacallit and meet two other 
persona similarly indisposed ? 


Well, my last estimate of the 


prevalance of coryzas or 
stuffy 


running noses attended with ex- 
cessive sneezing- was that they 
constitute from 5 to 7 percent of 
all alleged "colds." Now I am in- 
clined to increase the estimate to 
10 percent, and If some one were 
to assert 
conviction 
that 
such 


perennial 
temperamental 
coryza 


accounts for 12V2 percent of the 
cases of "catarrh" occurring in the 
months 
without R I'd probably 


agree with him, for once. 


Don't take the name I give It too 


seriously. Perennial means that the 
condition comes on al any time, 
without apparent reason. Tempera- 
mental means that the damn—ex- 
cuse me, the running 
and 
the 


sneezing and the stuffiness goes by 
fits and starts, begins suddenly, 
ceases as suddenly, and you never 
can predict whether it will return 
tomorrow morning or not until 9 
o'clock next weak. All you can do 
Is sniffle, snort 
and 
blow, 
and 


sneeze and sneeze and sneeze and 
never get anywhere with it. 


Refined doctors sometimes call 


it hyperesthetic rhinitis or vnso- 
motor rhinitis and lately the con- 
dition haa been dubbed atopic or 
allergic rhinitis. Rhinitis means 
inflammation of the nose, particu- 
larly inflammation of the lining of 
the nasal passigea. Qoryza more 
accurately 
describes 
the condi- 


tions, for it is a running at the 
nose, discharge of a large amount 
of clear watery fluid, and when 
the visitation passes—in an hour 
or a few hours, aa a rule, there is 
no sign or trouble remaining, no 
symptoms at all, until the next 
visitation. 


That the annoyance is a mani- 


festation of allergic sensitivity in 
most if not all cases, seems more 
and more evident as our knowl- 
edge of the nature of allergy in- 
creases. 


Everybody knows that hay fever 


is an allergic condition, due to pe- 
culiar sensitivity to some kind of 
pollen in the air. Yet even in hay 
fever or asthma due to'pollen, the 
victim would not suffer if the pol- 
len did not get into his blood. No 
reasonable amount of pollen in the 
air or grains of pcller. caught and 
entangled in the protective mucus 
secreted by the healthy inucotts 
membranes could give the patient 
any distress. 
It is only when pol- 


len—or other substance capable of 
causing 
allergy—gets 
Into 
the 


blood thru other than the normal 
digestive route, thnt a defensive 
reaction is excited and the patient 
stiffcis ftom the 
allergic 
symp- 


toms, whatever they may be. 


As intimated — painfully—I have 


developed a perennial temperamen- 
tal coryza in the past few years, 
visitations every two or three days, 
first thing in the morning, lasting 
from an hour to three hours, oc- 
casionally 
longer. I 
suppose 
I 


might get 101 skin tests made to 
determine which food material or 
other substance is responsible. But 
life is short and this condition is 
not sufficiently disturbing. I have 
observed 
Ihls- That 
in 
periods 


when my dally 
consumption of 


cheese and milk is not as large as 
it should be, the blankcty-blank 
stuffing up, running and sneezing 
is likely to be. most pronounced.
